DePriest in Sham Fight; 
Moore Calls for Mass 
Struggle on Issue 


| WASHINGTON, Jan. 24—Flagrant 
discrimination against Negroes by the 
U. S. Government was again brought 


to the fore yesterday as the result 


| of the refusal of the public restaurant 
operated by the U. S. Congress to 
serve two Negroes. 

Morris Lewis and a companion, both 
colored, were told by the manager of 
the restaurant that the House Ac- 
counts Committee was responsible for 
| the discriminatory policy. Lindsay C. 
Warren, Democrat of North Carolina, 
Chairman of the Accounts Commit- 


rant, substantiated the managers 
statement and declared that the res- 
taurant had been operated by that 
committee since 1921, adding: 

“It has never served Negro em- 


long as I have anything to do 
with it.” 


Lewis, one of the Negroes refused 


will ask for a decision on the floor 
of Congress today. He pretended to 
ignorant of the anti-Negro policy 
government and the wide- 
discriminaiion in the District 
of Columbia, which is under the con- 
trol of a Congressional Committee, 
and in which Negroes are consistent- 
ly barred from restaurants, theatres 
and other public places. He declared, 
with mock indignation: 

“It seems funny to me that a man 
wtih money to pay for his food, 
whether he be Jew, gentile or Negro, 
should be refused food in a public 
restaurant.” 

De Priest later agreed not to raise 
the issue on the floor of Congress. 
He will attempt to smother it in the 
Rules Committee.

Moore Calls for Wide Mass Protest 

NEW YORK.—Declaring that the 
refusal of the U. S. Congress restau- 
rant to serve Negroes is not an iso- 
lated case of discrimination as De 
Priest pretends, but reflects a syste- 
matic policy on the part of the U. S. 
Goverr ment, the National Council 
of the League of Struggle for Negro 
Rights, in a statement signed by 
Richard B. Moore, Executive Secre- 
tary, calls upon Negro and white 
workers and their organizations to 
protest this infamous act of discrimi- 
nation. The statement says: 

“This is a case of discrimination by 
the government itself, whicr openly 
carries through a policy : Jim-Crow- 
ism in all its departr-cuts and flaunts 
its segregation prgram in the face 
of 13,000,000 Negroes struggling for 
freedom and equal}ty. This case is 
not incidental or accidental, but on 
the contrary, a fundamental policy of 
the government itself in line with the 
N.R.A. of the “New Deal,”

“On the basis of this fundamental 
policy it can be easily seen how hy- 
pocritical is the appeal of De Priest, 
who is an outspoken agent of U. S. 
imperialism and of the reformist N. 
A. A. C. P. Vadership, to the Negro 
masses to have faith in the govern- 
ment, in the constitution and to look 
to the institutions of the government 


for redress of their grievances. Such

House Passes Navy 
Bill Unanimously

patrment expenses for the 1935 fiscal 
year, aside from the several special 
building provtrams, will be about 
$442,000,000,” he stated. When neces- 
sary the difference will be made up 
by the usual Navy Deficiency Bill. 


Chairman Carl Vinson (Democrat, 
Ga.) of the House Naval Affairs C-m- 
mittee announced early before the 
passage of the appropriations bill 
that he would ask the Rules Commit- 
tee for right of way in a day or two 
to bring his $475,000,000 special ship- 
building program before the House 
for a vote. With the unqualified in- 
dorsement of Roosevelt, the Vinson 
five-year construction bill provides 
for a navy “built to parity” under the 
1930 London Naval Treaty—in other 
words, “a navy second to none.” Un- 
der the terms of the Vinson proposal 
Roosevelt would be authorized to be- 
gin construction of destroyers, air- 
craft carriers, cruisers, submarines 
and gunboats “prior to Dec. 31, 1936, 
or as soon thereafter as he may deem 
desirable.” The London Treaty ex- 
pires on the date named. 

With the unanimous recommenda- 
tion of the committee of 18 behind it, 
the Roosevelt legislative leaders will 
have little or no difficulty in giving 
the steel corporations their bulging 
dividends and the jingoes their navy 
“second to none.“ 

In the $crning the House Naval 
Affairs Cechmittee was told by Ad- 
miral Emery S. Land, Chief of the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair, 
that despite the 15 per cent cut in 
wages and the unpaid furlough in 
operation at the navy ds, the orig- 
inal Vinson bill of 000,000 was 
jacked up 25 per cent to provide for 
the increase of costs under the Na- 
tional Recovery Act,“ most of which 
supposedly goes for increased wages. 

Little Employment 

Admiral Land revived the fiction 
that “84 per cent of the present $238,- 
000,000 program, directly or indiretly, 
goes to labor.” When this manifest 
blurb was first used by Secretary Har- 
old Ickes in his early P.W.A. bally- 
hoo, even high administration Bureaz 
of Labor Statistics officials laughed. 
The latest figures of this bureau, the 
only ones they have on structural 
steel construction, shows that only 
about 36 per cent goes to labor. 

Land revealed that the total of men 
employed—those retained and new 
men taken on—under the $238,000,000 
building prozram is only 30,000 work- 
ers, a figure ludicrous!y under the 
employment claims of the propo- 
nents of Roosevelt’s executive . order. 
“Tt’s not so much re-employment as 
it is retaining those already em- 
ployed,” Land admitted.

They still maintained 
allegiance to the National Miners 
Union and would have nothing to do 
with the U. M. W. A. 

By means of threats of discharge, 
pressure from the company, etc., some 
miners were forced into the U. M. 
W. A. But the vast majority be- 
longed to the N.M.U. 

General Strike 

On August 16th a general strike 
took place in Carbon County. The 
strike was under the leadership of 
the National Miners Union. It Was 
called in order to win certain neces- 
sary local demands, recognition of the 
union, checkweighmen and against 
the discharging and intimidating of 
the miners by the companies. 

. In this strike the most violent ter- 
rorism against the miners was used. 
On the basis of “civilian martial 
law” hundreds of deputies, gunmen 
and sluggers roamed the county 
raiding, attacking and fighting the 
miners, The County issued bonds for 
$45,000 which was used to pay the 
deputies and buy ammunition. U. S. 
army officers from Fort Douglas as- 
sisted in the drive. Picket lines were 
smashed. Hundreds of houses. raided 
. Four hundred miners 


were arrested and held in bull-pens. 
Miners were kidnapped and beaten. 
The union was outlawed and driven 
underground. All leaders of the N. 
M. U. were held for “rioting” and 
“crimnal syndicalism.” 

What part did the U.M.W.A. take 
in this strike? 

The U.M.W.A. officals were an 
integral part of the forces of reac- 
tion attacking the miners. Not only 
did the Fontecchio’s attack the strike 
in the press, but they look an active 
and leading part in the smashing of 
the strike itself. Among the gunmen 
at all mines United Mine Workers of 
America leaders could be found. 
Among those active in smashing 
picket lines U.M.W.A. leaders were. al- 
ways present. 

The Salt Lake capitalist papers 
observed this in the following way: 
“Members of two unions were in op- 
posite camps. Members of the U. M. 
W. A. were seen at the mines guard- 
ing them from the pickets of the 
National Miners Union.“ 


U. M. W. A. Gunmen 

These guards at the mines were 
gunmen, whose job it was to smash 
picket lines and help the employ- 
ers break the strike. Not content 
with instructing their members to 
continue working in the mines, the 
U.M.W.A. leadership also sought to 
have them act as gunmen and fascist 
bands to attack the picket lines. The 
rank and file of the United Mine 
Workers of America refused to do 
this, however. An instance was re- 
ported from the Standardville local 
of the U.M.W.A. d the height 
of the strike. A motion was pro- 
posed by a U.M.W.A, official at this
